-The State Council of the Know-Nothings in Rhode 

Island, having considered the aetion of the National 
Council which met recently at Philadelphia, and also that 
of the seceding delegates, have agreed upon a platform, 
the basis of which is the “ Minority Report.” They de¬ 
clare the Order in the State of Rhode Island strongly in 
favour of a restoration of the Missouri Compromise, and 
determined to use all lawful means to prevent the estab¬ 
lishment of slavery in Kansas and Nebraska. 

-The Know-Nothing Council^ lately held in Phila¬ 
delphia, provided for another National Council, to he held 
in the same city, eommeneing on the 22d February next, 
to select candidates for President and Vice-President of 
the United States. The delegates are to be from each 
State, equal in number to its representation in both 
branches of the United States Congress, and to be chosen 
by the State Councils, two being from the State at large, 
and one from each Congressional district. 

T he Boston Adas sums up the Members of Congress 
so far elected thus : Whole number chosen, 161; Whigs, 
,59 ; Administration Democrats, 35 ; Anti-Administration 
Democrats, 3; Republicans, 37 ; Know-Nothings, 27. Of 
these, 119 are understood to be Anti-Nebraska; Nebraska, 
41. The Atlas says: “ In the present confused and dis¬ 
tracted state of parties, it is almost impossible to make 
any classification of the House of Representatives that 
shall he completely accurate and reliable. Some members 
were chosen as Republicans who are also understood to 
belong to the Know-Nothing organization.” 

-The pro-slavery Democracy of Maine have nomi¬ 
nated their State ticket on a platform opposed to the 
Prohibitory Law and friendly to the National Adminis¬ 
tration. There was much excitement in the State Con¬ 
vention on the Nebraska question, and the resolution 
approving the Administration was not adopted until a 
clause had been inserted declaring that it should not he 
understood as an endorsement of the repeal of the Mis¬ 
souri Compromise 1 It is thus that the friends of the 
Administration in New England are compelled to stultify 
themselves. 

-Gen. Houston has heretofore regarded himself as 

regularly hooked for the Presidency by the Know- 
ISfothiugs, and has been trying to regulate his political 
diet accordingly. Of late, however, so numerous has 
become the crowd of aspirants for that office, his claims 
have appeared to attract very little attention. We fear 
that his baptism and union with the Chureh, so ostenta¬ 
tiously paraded by his friends, will be forgotten in the 
hnrry-skurry of the Presidential contest. We therefore 
publish the following extract from one of his recent 
speeches, affording an illustration of his peculiar qualities 
as a man and a statesman. If a taste for slang and the 
genius appropriate thereto are any recommendation for 
tie presidential chair, his chance certainlyoughtto.be 
good. 

“ He said he would now pay his respects to the Galves¬ 
ton News, a low, dirty sheet that no decent man ought to 
take, edited by that fellow, Richardson. Yes, that fellow 
Richardson, I know a Dr. Richardson up here, a very 
clever fellow, and several other Richardsons, very clever 
men, but that fellow Richardson, that abolition Richard¬ 
son, that disunion Richardson, he came here to Texas to 
preach politics to the intelligent people of Texas. Why, 
the last I knew of him, he was lying up here so drunk he 
could not help himself. An Abolitionist at the North, 
and now a disunionist in the South, which amounts to the 
same thing. He is too mean to steal. I intend to pay 
my respects to him before long in Galveston. And now, 
fellow-citizens. I am willing that my enemies may fester 
in the putrescence of their own malignity. They cannot 
hurt or disturb me.” 

Ex-Governor W. F. Johnston denies, through the 
Tribune, the truth of the report which implicated him in 
the support of the Southern platform in the late Know- 
Nothing Council at Philadelphia. He says: 

“ X did not vote for said platform and do not intend to 
do so hereafter. I opposed it in Convention, spoke against 
its adoption in the Convention, protested against it and 
refused all cooperation with any National organization that 
recognised or adopted it. I am now what I have been— 
a firm and consistent opponent of slavery extension.” 

The ex-Governor was not indeed in favour of the South¬ 
ern platform, but he was in favour of ignoring the slavery 
question altogether. In this, in our judgment, he was 
neither “ firm ” nor “ consistent ” as a professed opponent 
of slavery extension. But when a Northern politician 
consents to fight slavery only upon the issue of its farther 
extension, instead of seeking to exterminate it root and 
branch, we may naturally expect that he will, in tempt¬ 
ing emergencies of party, make still farther concessions. 
“ No Union with Slaveholders ” is tbe only doctrine 
which affords a solid basis fol‘ any form of effective poli¬ 
tical anti-slavery action. To erect a party on any other 
foundation is to build upon tlie quicksands of expediency. 

The Rev. Dr. True, Rector of St.'George’s (Episcopal) 
Church in this city, recently startled some of his congre¬ 
gation by coming out, in a sermon, in favour of the Maine 
law, and against slavery. He expressed the hope that 
Congress would abolish the latter in all places within its 
jurisdiction. It is rare that a clergyman of the Episcopal 
Church ventures to avow snob opinions in the pulpit, and 
hence the sermon of Dr. Tyng, who is one ot the acknow¬ 
ledged leaders of the low church party, has attracted 
much attention. We knew long since that he was in the 
habit of speaking against slavery in private, but we think 
this is tbe first time that he has spoken ou the subject 
from his pulpit. He is, we are sorry to add, a Coloniza- 
tionist, and therefore far from being an Abolitionist. 

Wakebam Walker, editor of The American Baptist 
(Utica), we regret tosee, has been compelled by ill health 
to leave his post for a season. We hope he may find his 
vigour restored by change of air and scene and temporary 
freedom from editorial toils. The Baptist is one ol the 
few religious journals that habitually does justice to tbe 
conduct and motives of the members and friends of tbe 
American Anti-Slavery Society. Orthodox in the strictest 
sense of the word, it has never joined in tlie cry of “ infi¬ 
del,” by which many other religious papers, under an 
anti-slavery mask, have sought to blast the reputation of 
the faithful and long-tried Abolitionists of our school. 

The Liqdor Law.-II seems to be pretty generally 
understood that the new prohibitory law is to be disre¬ 
garded in this city. The Mayor has issued orders to the 
police, which, though containing some fine phrases about 
the duty of enforcing law generally, amount to nothing 
less than a practical nullification of this particular sta¬ 
tute. He shields himself in this behind his legal advisers, 
who are the willing tools of the grog-shop. If he is not 
himself, privately, in the interest of the liquor dealers, he 
is at least pursuing the course which exactly suits their

Mb. Chasseaud was born in Syria, where he passed 
many years; and, possessing a knowledge of the various 
native’dialects, entered freely into the life of its interesting 
mountain tribes. He was principally attracted by the 
Druse population of Anti-Libanus, and learned early to 
appreciate their feelings, to inquire into their opinions, 
and to ponder over their romantic history. To him no 
scenes are more familiar than the Plains of Promise, with 
their luxury of light and colour, the gold-tinged peaks of 
Lebanon, the immemorial cedars, and the sweet fruit- 
groves of Judah. He was nurtured among them, and 
had, therefore, opportunities for observation which no- 
mere tourist can enjoy. In his book he has described the 
manners of the Druses, and sketched the region they in¬ 
habit. It has long been an object with travellers to dis¬ 
cover the sources of the faith prevailing among that 
curious people, and Mr. Chasseaud was so fortunate as to 
obtain from a Maronite of the Lebanon an Arabic version 
of their creed, which he has translated in the appendix. 
To those who are curious on such matters we recommend 
a study of this extraordinary document, which describes 
the creation of the universe by Chaos. We prefer to 
glean from Mr. Chassaud’s book some pai'ticnlars on the 
more genial topic of social affairs among the Druses. 
Into these the writers enter minutely, affording a lively 
picture of life among the ancient tribes of the Lebanon— 
full of suggestive touches and characteristic narrative. 
Of the stories and legends he has collected, the best are 
too long for extract: while in the accounts of ceremonies, 
festivities, and daily habits, there is a tendency to ampli¬ 
fication, which often fatigues our attention and materially 
detracts from the pleasantness of the style. Otherwise, 
the volume is one of remarkable interest. 


The Druses—a special people, isolated by their faith, 
their manners, and their history—live apart, mostly in 
villages of their own, and in separate quarters in such 
places as are divided between them and the Maronites— 
often their enemies and never their friends. One of Mr. 
Chasseaud’s earliest glimpses of their country, was in the 
“ season of yellow fruitfulness: ” 

“ To the left, and immediately under ns, are the house 
and gardens of the village itself; beyond this, again, a 
vast table-land, gradually undulating and thickly covered 
with the most luxuriant oiive-groves, above whose com¬ 
paratively stunted growth taller palm-trees here and there 
rear their exalted heads, like so many careful watchmen, 
left there to guard the olives against all invaders. At 
the present moment of gazing, the cool sea-breeze is rus¬ 
tling mightily among the branches of the olives, scattering 
the dry leaves and twigs and spreading the surface of the 
earth with the golden-tinged mantle of Autumn; but all 
this is nothing to the rustling and havoc that will ensue 
among those branches when the harvest season for olives 
shall have arrived; then men and boys will be perched 
. upon every available branch, shaking the very existence 
out of the trees in then - endeavonrs to gather in as abund¬ 
ant an harvest as possible, while the women and girls, 
with out-spread mats, expanded aprons, and plentiful bas¬ 
kets, catch and collect the showering olives as they fell; 
and finally gathering these into these baskets, assort them 
for the various purposes they are intended to serve: some 
are preserved in salt and water, the rest are converted 
into oil.” 


They cultivate their land mdiistnous y ; they are bold, 

honestfenterprising and hospitable, but have little reli¬ 
gions sentiment—since them faith is a mystery, the secrets 
of which belong to a priestly class. One of their popular 
customs exhibits a strange habit of suspicion: 

“ Another singular feature of this class of Druses is 
their refusing to receive money,* or to partake of food in 
any other Druse’s house, lest such food or money should 
have come by improper means into the hands of the donor. 
Consequently, when they have sums of money due to 
them for the produce of their vineyards, or for the sale 
of their silk crop, they invariably employ a third party 
to change such money into other coins, so that the cash 
they pocket cannot be directly associated with the origi¬ 
nal donor or purchaser.” 

A noble trait is shown in the maintenance of their 
country as an asylum and a land of refuge : 

“ It is well known, even at the present day, that shonld 
the prince ever be tempted by bribery or any other cause 
to deliver up any man who had sought and found protec¬ 
tion among the Druses, the whole country would rise to 
frustrate such a breach of hospitality, and prevent such a 
stain upon their national reputation. Even that dreadful 
miscreant, Djezzar Pasha, whose name spread terror all 
over the East, and whose deeds of infamy have been un¬ 
rivaled in the calends of cruelty, even this man, who had 
invested the government of the mountain in the hands of 
his own creatures, never could force them to give up a 
single refugee ; they protected him so long as they were 
able, and when threatened with imminent danger assisted 
him in effecting his escape to the remotest parts of the 
empire.” 

One of the Druses described to Mr. Chasseaud the 
palace of his Emir, with marble staircases, mosaic floors, 
Turcoman carpets, silken hangings, velvet divans, walls 
painted by artists, gold and silver decorations, and every 
kind of opulence fantastically displayed. Who, that had 
visited these modern imitations of the “ thousand apart¬ 
ments, each more beautiful than the other,” would not 
quit them gladly to tread the stones of Ezra, the ancient 
city, not yet desolate ?— 

“ Barred in with all his family, one solitary inhabitant 
might, from the peculiar construction of his dwelling, set 
at defiance twenty invaders, by retreating as necessity 
obliged him, first from the courtyard into one of the prin¬ 
cipal chambers, and so from this one into all the others, 
till he would emerge again at the opposite side, to the 
room where he took refuge. All the houses are built 
Upon arched foundations, which, in a great measure, ac¬ 
counts for the fact of their having resisted the most 
turbulent subterranean shocks, which spread devastation 
through many villages [and towns in the same latitude. 
A very remarkable feature in connection with the great 
antiquity of this place, in the singular fact of several of 
the buildings possessing doors hewn out of the solid piece 
of stone, which work upon hinges of the same material, 
and which must assist, when properly closed, in more 
effectually excluding the heat than any other material 
which could be used for such a purpose.” 

It will he seen, without farther remark from us, of what 
description is the interest possessed by Mr. Chasseaud's 
book.— Athmtzum.

for the stranger-, for the father-less, and for the widow.’ ” 

In the same spirit, they never reap the fields without 
leaving a full measure for the gleaners—they rarely muz¬ 
zle the ox “ that treadeth ont the corn ’’—and they will 
not yoke a bullock and a mule together. However, with 
this tenacity in their adherence to their own usages, they 
have some tolerance for strange fashions, and have now, 
we find, learned to recognise even a European hat, though 
when Burckhardt visited them, one of their maledictions 
was—“ May God put a hat on you! ” At present they 
compare it to “ a cooking pot,” and laugh at the absurdity. 
Half a day in a Druse home is pleasantly suggested by 
Mr. Chasseaud. The patriarch of the family having gone 
to his song and his plow, labours until noon : 

“ In this interval, the wife has rolled up the mattresses 
and stowed them away for the day; she then sprinkles 
the floor over with water, and carefully sweeps the house 
and the front yard. This done, she lights a fire, and set¬ 
ting thereon a huge cauldron of water, she wakes up the 
children and makes them breakfast sumptuously; for in 
their opinion unless children eat immensely they can never 
thrive or remain healthy. After breakfast the warm 
water is brought into play, the faces and the hands of the 
children are purified, and with what remains she washes 
and scours up all the plates and cooking utensils ; this 
done, she begins to think about her own personal appear¬ 
ance, tidies up her hair and her dress as well as time and 
her limited wardrobe will permit, and if there is any little 
washing to be done, she takes this in hand and goes 
through it at onee- Then comes the consideration of 
what they are to have for .dinner. Going into the little 
garden behind the house, she plucks a few love apples, or 
any other vegetable that may chance to be in season ; 
then she hunts up the hen-roost for new-laid eggs; and 
these, in addition to the goat’s milk, the cheese, and the 
bnrghol already alluded to, constitute the ingredients 
ordinarily cooked for their mid-day meal.” 

There are two sacred cities inhabited by the Druses, 
Ammatour and Bachleen. To these they rally in times 
of danger, and in them they deposit their holy books. 
Conflicts between their sect and the Christians were, 
some years ago, more frequent than at present. A Syrian 
account of one of those dreadful ebullitions of fanaticism 
is given by Mr. Chasseaud in vivid language, which pre¬ 
serves the poetry of the original. After saying, in the 
manner of the old tragic writers, that nature had changed 
her aspect, to forebode the crimes and sorrows of man— 
that the air was heavy with mournful omens—that vul¬ 
tures lingered on the mountain tops—that women became 
pale as they sat by their fires—that the bee gathered no 
honey—and that the birds wandered not from their nests 
—Abou Shein, the narrator, continued : 

“ I went out once, just to see what kind of night it 
seemed, and I don’t think I ever saw the stars looking 
more brilliant, or at a less distance from the earth.. In¬ 
tense solitude prevailed everywhere; every leaf of the 
sturdiest tree stood out in bold relief against the clear 
bespangled canopy of heaven ; even the very cricket 
seemed spell-bouud, and the owl and the jackal were 
nowhere to be heard; far away, looming through the 
haze of night, was the snow on various peaks and higher 
passes. I crept slowly and sadly to my bed again, for 
there was something horrible and saddening in such a 
perfect stagnation of nature ; it seemed as it the whole 
machinery of the universe had come to a stand-still.” 

Half an hour passed away, and he tried to rest— 

“ I was just dozing off, and I know my wife was asleep, 
for I heard her snoring distinctly ; suddenly I seemed to 
awake to the perception of a very distant, very imper¬ 
fect, very uncertain sound ; and yet, though for the life 
of me I could not at that moment remember what it was, 

I knew I had heard it somewhere before ; and this know¬ 
ledge instinctively seemed to arouse me up. Another 
second, and the sound was repeated, still distant and indis¬ 
tinct, but beyond doubt the same as I had heard before; 

I raised my head gently from my pillow, and leaniDg it 
upon the palm of my hand, tried vainly to recall to mind 
where I had heard that horrid sound before, or why it 
made my heart leap so with anxiety and vague alarm. A 
third time the thing came louder and more distinct than 
ever, floating like ice upon that silent night air, and freez¬ 
ing my blood as it sped by. I instantly jumped up, and 
ran out of doors ; there, where half an hour before I had 
silently contemplated the intensely quiet picture, what a 
change had come over the scene! A red glare shot up 
on every mountain height, and Was instantly answered by 
dozens of minor beacons in all directions; so that the 
whole firmament seemed to have taken fire, the reflection 
of which was peculiarly bright oh the snow. As beacon 
light after light spread the alarm, tbe cry arose for war¬ 
riors and horsemen to arm themselves; criers ran up to 
the mountain tops and those perspicuous places where the 
beaeons glared, and thence they summoned their creeds- 
men to arms. Catching at the words wafted from hill 
top to hill top, I ran to our own village beacon, and in¬ 
stantly kindled it. This aroused all the villagers, and I 
summoned them in the names of our chiefs and elders to 
buckle on their swords and seize their lances, for the 
Rbilistiues were advancing against us.” 

It was an attack af Muronites; bnt so perfect was the 
organization of that martial community that, within 
twelve hours,’ twelve thousand Druses had assembled 
to repel them. They were victorious, and the war-cry 
was not for a long time heard again on the mountains. 
The Druses of the Lebanon number at present about . 
29,000, and, says Mr. Chasseaud,

“ During the months that I was with my cousin Anne at 
Abbotsford, immediately before their journey to London and 
Paris, I am quite certain that she possessed no such manuscript. 
We were affectionate, and perfectly confidential with each 
other, shared the same room, and were never apart; and I can 
recollect conversations which would have led to the circum¬ 
stance of the manuscript had it existed. On their return from 
Paris, in Spring, 1818,1 accompanied them from Cheltenham’to 
Scotland, and remained, at least, a year with them. The visit 
to Paris was often talked of by Anne, all the people they saw 
there, and among the rest, Mr. Spencer was spoken of by my 
uncle Walter and her, but no such thing was ever mentioned 
as a manuscript having been given to him.” 

He adds that Anne Scott did not take with her to Paris 
any writing desk which could have contained a volumi¬ 
nous manuscript. On the other hand, discredit must be 
thrown on this lady’s negative testimony, from the circum¬ 
stance that the only matter of fact which she states is 
incorrect. Scott visited Paris in 1815 and in 1826. 
Anne Scott accompanied him in 1826 and not in 1818—' 
during which last-named year, indeed, Sir Walter never 
quitted Scotland. The affectionate niece, therefore, who 
ignores the existence of a thing because she had not seen 
it, and is eight years wrong in a date, is a witness who 
has broken down. 

George Huntly Gordon (who, as Scott’s amanuensis, 
had transcribed 34 volumes of his composition) also wrote 
some letters upon these pages in fac simile of Moredun— 
the letter beginning, “ My dear W. S.,” and signed •* W. 
S.”—the notice prefixed, and a page from the body of the 
tale. He says:

Some months ago it was announced that a historical 
romance, from the pen of Scott, hitherto unpublished 
and unknown, had been discovered in Paris, and would 
speedily be printed, with irrefragable evidence of its 
authenticity. The publication has taken place, and a 
reprint of the English edition (with an early copy of 
which we have been favoured) will appear in New York 
in a few days. 

it is prefaced, at considerable length, with an “ Intro¬ 
duction,” from the pen of Monsieur E. de Saint Maurice 
Oabany, who describes himself as proprietor of Moredun, 
Directenr General de la Soctets des Avchivistes de 
France, and Directeur Redacteur en chef du Necrologie 
Universel du XIX Suck. This Introduction is given as 
“ A Supplement to the Memoirs of Sib 'Walter Scott, 
Bart., by Lockhart : Translated from the first edition of 
Moredun, published in France. 

The history of Moredun, given in this document, may 
be condensed as follows : 

M. Cabany had the good fortune, some thirty years 
ago, to make the acquaintance, in Paris, “of a rich, 
elderly German merchant, retired from business, whose 
eccentricities were mingled with a degree of generosity 
and bonhommie which rendered him a great favourite 
j with all who knew him.” M. Cabany, then a young 
man, enjoyed a good deal of his society, having been 
employed to assist him in some statistical works and 
inquiries. The elderly German merchant was grateful 
for these services—as far as words went. Any more sub¬ 
stantial acknowledgment was prevented by his being 
suddenly overtaken by misfortunes, “ whieh broke his 
heart and sent him rapidly to the grave.” A writing- 
desk was among the few articles of his valuable movable 
property which he retained, and, during his brief illness, 
he often pointed to it, saying, “ with a melancholy smile,” 
adds M. Cabany, “ that it was all he had to leave me, 
but that it would be a more durable memorial than any 
sum he could have bequeathed me.” 

M. Cabany, and others, did not place much reliance 
on these mysterious promises, believing that the old man 
was affected by “ an idle fantasy or a waking dream.” 
And among what they took to be his mental delusions, 
they ranked “ an often-repeated assertion that he expected 
to be, or was, the possessor of an original manuscript of 
the great Scottish Novelist, Sir W alter Scott. He 
said he was to procure, or had procured it, through the 
intermediation of a Mr. War. Spenoer, an intimate friend 
of Scott, to whom he had been of some service.” 

They knew that he was an ardent admirer of Goethe 
and of Scott, bnt rejected the idea that he possessed an 
original manuscript of either. We shall now tell the 
conclusion in M. (Jabant’s own words. He says : 

“ My astonishment,ffiay be imagined, when, in the month of 
September, 1854, T received a box, with a note from his 
daughter, now married in Bavaria, accompanying the writing- 
desk which, she said, her mother and she had taken away 
inadvertently, among other articles — that they would have 
sent it to me long ere then, never having forgotten that it was 
mine by her father’s dying bequest; but that they feared the 
expense of carriage would be greater, perhaps, than its value. 


Mr. Cabany’s reply contains some good points, so 
clumsily put together, that we suspect his “ talented coun¬ 
tryman, M. Philarete Chasles ” (who takes np stupid, ob¬ 
scure, and unpopular authors, and tries to puff them as 
celebritii , X may have assisted.

M. Cabany suggests that Moredun may have been the 
work mentioned to Miss Edgeworth.

One of these, 
the donative letter to W. S., is prefixed to the American 
reprint of Moredun. On onr own table, at this moment, 
are five letters from Scott. One, of two quarto pages, is 
dated 1814, and was addressed to E. Bird, an English 
artist, who painted the sketch of Chevy Chase, which 
hung (perhaps still haDgs) in tbe Library at Abbotsford; 
two notes to Cadell, the publisher, in 1825 and 1829 ; a 
fourth, dated 1825, acknowledges tbe dedication of a 
book ; the fifth, addressed to Ballantyne, is dated 1827. 
The fac simile of the donative letter (November, 1826) 
more closely resembles this last than any ol the rest. The 
writing is weak and uncertain, the letters feebly formed 
—but there certainly is great general similarity. The 
letter S, commencing a word, is invariably long, with a 
double loop. The t is never crossed; the i never dotted ;, 
' all punctuation, except the separating, is wholly neglect¬ 
ed ; and the words run into either continuously, as we 
notice in the undoubted sjjecimens of Scott’s autobiogra¬ 
phy which we possess.
